“Mr. President, if the time ever 
comes when we have played our 
last card and still haven't been 
able to attain agreements,—then 
you must not hesitate to use your 
great personal prestige. It is 
great. Everywhere I have been I 
have encountered nothing but re- 
spect for you. If it is needed, you 
must use it.” 


“THIS Was precisely what MF. 
Eisenhower was seeking to do 
when he agreed to go to the Paris 
summit meeting, to Japan and 
Russia. Khrushchev halted the 
sessions at Paris with a coarse 
and brutal display of personal 
vindictiveness. The invitation for 
the Moscow visit was withdrawn. 
Mobs caused a cancellation in 
Tokyo. 


But in considering Mr. Ken- 
nedy’s predicament, which also is 
that of the country, perspective 
demands of us that we keep in 
mind that Mr. Dulles himself 
knew, in his last days, that his 
policies had not been successful. 


Kaiser and Hitler 


Mr. Dulles entertained a con- 
viction that if the United States 
had made its position clear, and 
bolstered it with public commit- 
ments, the Kaiser would not have 
begun the first world war and 
Hitler would not have precipitated 
the second. 


Most of the arguments sustain- 
ing this conclusion are a bit too 
glib and superficial. But many 
others believe with Mr. Dulles 
that had these Germans, so wide- 
ly separated in. character and 
background, understeod just what 
the United States would do, they 
might not have provided the 
catalysts which produced war— 
the invasion, respectively, of Bel- 
gium and of Poland. 


A sounder conelusion is_ that 
both these men believed them- 
selves so superiorly prepared they 
were sure Europe could be con- 
quered before the United States 
could intervene. The United 
States, they and their advisers 
thought, could be presented with 
a. fait accompli. We have only to 
remember that in the months be- 
fore both wars the United States 
itself did not know what it would 
do. Had the Germans not begun 
unrestricted submarine warfare 
in 1916-17 the United States would 
have remained neutral for a 
much longer time. We did not en- 
Yer the second war. We were at- 
tacked at Pearl Harbor. 


Massive Power 


Be all this as it may, Mr. 
Dulles, along with other sincere 
persons, believed that if the mas- 
sive power of this country were 
publicly committed, it would de- 
ter war. This was the basis of his 
foreign policy. This was why he 
busied himself setting up treaty 
organizations even in the distant 
Pacific. This explains why Mr. 
Kennedy found himself commit- 
ted to defend Laos.

SEOUL (UPI)—The top U.S. and U.N. commander 
in the Republic of Korea announced Tuesday firm op- 
position to the military coup that seized power in the 
nation and called upon coup leaders to return power to 


the legal government. 


Gen. Carter B. Magruder, com- 
mander in chief of the U.N. Com- 
mand and U.S. forces, demanded 
that the generals who led the 
lightning pre-dawn military coup 
“support the legally recognized 
government” of Premier John M. 
Chang. 


The U.S. stand could deal a 
death blow to the coup, observers 
here said. Republic of Korea 
troops are under Magruder’s 
command. 


U.S. BACKS MAGRUDER 


The U.S. Embassy in Seoul fully 
endorsed Magruder’s action. 
Charge d’Affaires Marshall Green 
said, “The position taken by the 
commander in chief of the U.N. 
command in supporting the freely 
elected and constitutionally estab- 
lished government of the Republic 
of Korea is one in which I fully 
concur.”

WASHINGTON (AP) The 
Senate passed Monday a $12.5 
billion authorization bill for the 
nation’s major military weapons 
system, including $525 million 
more than President Kennedy 
asked for manned bombers. 


The huge measure was cleared 
by voice vote after less than an 
hour’s debate. It was sent to the 
House, where the Armed Services 
Committee has approved a meas- 
ure differing in a few respects. 


Sen. Richard B. Russell, D-Ga., 
Armed Services Committee chair- 
man and floor manager for the 
bill, told his colleagues the au- 
thorization bill follows the Ken- 
nedy administration’s recommen- 
dations exactly except for one 
item, the extra $525 million. 

Sen. Russell said “It is only 
fair to observe that in its major 
outline the current program for 
weapons procurement is a con- 
tinuation of the major programs 
proposed by former President Ei- 
senhower.” 


The extra $525 million in the 
bill is a demonstration of the Sen- 
ate committee’s view that mis- 
siles would not soon entirely re- 
place manned planes in the coun- 
try’s Major weapons arsenal. 


And they figure the Soviets 
have 35 to 50 long-range war 
rockets ready to shoot. 


At least 10 of the reported mis- 
sile pads have been identified as 
launch sites for the Soviet Union's 
8,000-mile-range T3 missile, which 
carries a thermonuclear warhead, 


Further, the United States has 
determined the location of 14 So- 
viet missile and rocket factories. 


All of this information appears 
in the May issue of Military Re- 
view, a magazine published by 
the U.S. Army Command and 
General Staff College at Ft. Leav- 
enworth, Kan. 


The magazine noted that the 
data have been compiled from un- 
classified sources and added, ‘‘Be- 
cause of a tight Soviet control 
over military information, this 
data is derived from sources 
which are not necessarily accu- 
rate or complete.” 


In addition to estimating the 
Soviet Union has between 35 and 
50 long range missiles ready to 
shoot, the Military Review figures 
it is capable of producing up to 
200 strategic missiles by the win- 
ter of 1961-62. 


At latest count, the United 
States had an estimated total of 
59 ready-to-shoot missiles, includ- 
ing 32 of the submarine-launched 
Polaris rockets. 


Further, said the magazine, 
“there is some evidence that the 
U.S.S.R. is prepared to fire stra- 
tegic missiles from mobile launch- 
ers mounted on rail cars.” 


The rail-mounted missile is be- 
lieved to be a boost-glide weapon, 
known as the T4A. This missile 
is boosted upward by a rocket 
engine then glides to its target 
like an aircraft. It carries a 
3,100-pound payload. The range is 
not known but since it’s regarded 
as a strategic weapon it presum- 
ably can travel 1,500 miles or 
more.

Red China Revolt 


Hinted to Johnson

HONG KONG (UPI)—Vice President Lyndon B. 
Johnson has heard “respectable opinion” that Commu- 
nist China is having such serious internal troubles that 


‘Ithe Peiping regime might be overthrown in 12 to 18 


months, authoritative sources said Monday. 


According to the sources, John- 
son was given the opinion that the 
Red Chinese army might revolt 
because of unrest and malnutri- 
tion as the result of crop failures 
and faulty management of the 
Red regime. 


However, this view is not sup- 
ported by official United States 
sources in Hong Kong, which bor- 
ders on the Communist-held China 
mainland. These sources said 
that while there is no doubt Red 
China has suffered serious food 
shortages, there is no strong indi- 
cation that collapse of the Com- 
munist government is imminent. 


Sources said Johnson has been 
advised by some who know Red 
China well that they believe the 
Peiping regime is in no position 
to take decisive actions anywhere 
because of domestic troubles. 


It also was learned that John- 
son is prepared to advise those 
he is meeting on his tour of Asia 
that President Kennedy is not 
likely to agree to an early sum- 
mit conference and that the ad- 
ministration feels this is a poor 
time for a meeting with Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev. 


Johnson arrtved here from For- 
mosa, midway point on his six- 
nation tour, for a day of rest and 
to catch up with his “very neces- 
sary”’ staff work. Sources in his 
party indicated that while the 
“respectable opinion” of Commu- 
nist China’s woes closely followed 
his visit to Nationalist China, it 
did not come from Johnson’s talks 
with Taipei officials.

GENEVA (UPI)—The Soviet 
Union told Britain and the United 
States Monday it might resume 
testing hydrogen bombs if the 
French government persists in 
its own tests, 


Western delegates said they did 
not consider the statement an 
“ultimatum” and explained that 
the Rasians did not even make 
it clear whether they would walk 
out of the Geneva talks on ban- 
ning nuclear test explosions if 
France continued. 


Chief Soviet negotiator Semyon 
K. Tsarapkin told Monday's 85- 
minute session: 


“If the French continue testing 
nuclear weapons, agreement 
would become impossible on a 
nuclear test ban treaty. It may 
force the Soviet Union to resume 
testing of nuclear and hydrogen 
bombs. 


Tsarapkin charged that the 
French were carrying out the 
tests for NATO countries, particu- 
larly the United States and 
Britain. He said this gave them 
a “unilateral advantage.” 


U.S. delegate Arthur H. Deon 
rejected Tsarapkin’s charge and 
said France carried out its tests 
because the United States and 
Britain would not give France in- 
formation on nuclear weapons.

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Informal Meeting 
Could Be Helpful 


Possibility that President Kennedy 
‘may meet Soviet Premier Khrushchev for 
informal talks during his forthcoming 
‘trip to Europe produces a mixed reaction. 


Remembering past performances and 
Khrushchev’s insulting breakup of the last 
summit conference, one wonders what 
possible good could come from any fur- 
.ther attempts to talk directly with the 
‘Russian premier. On the other hand, a 
person-to-person meeting could serve to 
‘clear the air of misconceptions which 
Khrushchev might have about the new 
American President and U.S. intentions. 


President Kennedy took office with 
the announced intention of trying new 
,diplomatic approaches to find some areas 
‘of agreement with Moscow. He has found 
some rude surprises with the Commu- 
‘nistsistepping up the cold war and rebuff- 
‘ing honest overtures. 


In Laos, in Viet Nam, at the test-ban 
talks in Geneva and in Cuba the Soviets 
have demonstrated they have no inten- 
tion of abandoning their drive against 
the free world through subversion and 
even military aggression. And Khru- 
shchev has repeated his threat to create a 
new crisis in Berlin. 


Hope for ending the cold war through 
negotiation, because of the very, nature 
of Communist ideology and tactics, is a 
dim prospect. “Peaceful coexistence,” un- 
der Khrushchev’s definition, means leav- 
ing the Soviets alone to expand commu- 
nism while we do nothing to prevent it. 

This, of course, the United States and 
the West cannot do. If Khrushchev in- 
terprets failure of some of our recent poli- 
cies as weaknesses, he could miscalcu- 
late dangerously. If President Kennedy 
could make this clear to him, an informal 
meeting would serve a good purpose.

Let Budget Committee 
Do a Thorough Study 


Political editor Reg Murphy’s series on 
budgeting and spending practices in North 
Carolina and Kenutucky point up the 
severe weaknesses in our own setup. 
These states, as have others, have had to 
undergo drastic revisions of procedures 
because of growth of government itself. 

It was inevitable that sooner or later 
Georgia would have to face the same 
problems. With various federal grant-in- 
aid programs, the state is now spending 
more than a billion dollars every two

years. It has been trying to do it with ex- 
ecutive machinery geared to budgets of 
more than 30 years ago. 


The proper way to improve this ma- 
chinery is to profit from the experience of 
others. This the recently created budget 
study group is now undertaking. The As- 
sembly at its last session fumed and made 
noises but it was obvious that a construc- 
tive job could not be done so hastily and 
in such an atmosphere. Taking away the 
governor’s powers and placing them in 
the hands of a group of legislators offered 
no effective solution. 


Everyone agrees there is a problem 
and that it should and can be corrected. 
The solution should be arrived at in an at- 
mosphere as free of political jockeying 
as possible. Georgia taxpayers at least are 
due that much consideration.

All Georgians Grateful 
It Didn’t Happen Here 


If mobs existed independently of all 
other forces in a society it would be as 
senseless to criticize them as it is to criti- 
cize a herd of crazed wild animals. Mobs, 
like herds, don’t think. But mobs, like 
herds, have instincts and their instincts 
are right as often as they are wrong. 


The Alabama mobs that brutally as- 
saulted fellow human beings, destroyed 
private property and brought upon that 
state, this region and this nation a shame 
and disgrace and harm that cannot be 
fully measured, acted on the instinct that 
they could so behave with impunity. 


They appear to have been “right.” 


A share of the blame, then, must rest 
on the shoulders of the responsible offi- 
cials of Anniston, Birmingham and Ala- 
bama. 


This terror occurred without restraint, 
before or after the fact. We would do well 
to remember that. The mobs certainly 
won’t forget it. 


Two other features of what has hap- 
pened ought to be mentioned. First, the 
lack of wisdom on the part of the bi- 
racial group whose action was the object 
of the mob’s wrath is of no consequence. 
What they did was stupid. Americans still 
have the right to be peaceably stupid. 
American law enforcement officers have 
the duty to protect them when they are. 


Second, this group passed through 
Georgia without incident. There are mobs 
in Georgia. Their instincts warned them 
that trespasses against the law would be 
punished here. They were right. For this 
all Georgians—and we mean all Geor- 
gians—can be eternally grateful.

High-Level Trips 


Become a Fixture 


PARIS — Prior to his inauguration it was 
President Kennedy’s evident intention that nei- 
ther he nor his secretary of state should travel 


from Washington more than a minimal amount of ety Yet the 
President himself will visit both Ottawa and Paris this month and 
Rusk, in less than four months of office, has flown to Bangkok, Ankara, 


Oslo and Geneva. 

The fact of the matter is that 
the world of jet aircraft has sim- 
ply become too small and states- 
men, no matter what they pre- 
fer, can no longer remain at 
home. Our administration is 
making ample use of special én- 
voys such as Vice President John- 
son, Dean Acheson and Ambas- 
sador Harriman. Nevertheless, it 
finds its principal policymakers 
doomed to continual motion by 
evolving diplomatic methods. 


This trend, begun during war 
and postwar conferences, was ac- 
celerated over the past decade. 
John Foster Dulles set the pace 
of the United States. President 
Eisenhower journeyed far and, 
had events in the Soviet Union 
and Japan not supervened, his 
itinerary would have beer Wicth- 
ened. 

The real impetus for high-level 
travel came from the Soviet 
Union. Stalin detested journeys 
and never got further than Pots- 
dam. However, when Khrushchev 
assumed control, first with Bul- 
ganin and then alone, he devel- 
oped the abilities of a vigorous 
traveling salesman. 


Diplomatic wanderlust has be- 
come a permanent feature of 
modern political life because of 
the jet airplane and the steady 
movement toward centralization 
of power in nations of widely dif- 
fering ideologies. Power has be- 
come more centralized because 
complex problems require a 
stronger executive capable ol 
swift decisions in the realm of 
foreign policy. 


This has always been true in 
autocratic Russia. It is patently 
true in France. The _ tendency 
seems perceptible in the United 
States, whether one speaks of the 
Eisenhower-Dulles period or the 
age of the New Frontier. And it 
is to be detected in such coun- 
tries as England and Italy, where 
the role of the executive expands 
and that of parliament di- 
minishes. 


The brilliant French analyst, 
Bertrand de Jouvenel, calls this 
a return to the ‘“‘monarchization”’ 
of government. Crowned  sov- 
ereigns, Queen Elizabeth, for ex- 
ample, still make propaganda 
tours. But the real rulers, prime 
ministers and_ presidents, 
again handle state business like 
old-fashioned emperors and 
czars. The jet merely facilitates 
reversion to past techniques. 

Ever since he moved into the 
White House, Kennedy has been 
beseiged by ‘‘monarchic”’ visitors 
and his own trip to France falls 
in this realm. For, indeed, it is 
designed as more than a simple 
journey of goodwill. Should it 
prove successful, it will pave the 
way for settling major problems 
perplexing our relationships with 
France and the allied world. 

There is a strange and persis- 
tent rise in the titular grade of 
negotiators. Before the war most 
American envoys were mere min- 
isters and our missions were 
heavily larded with third secre- 
taries. Nowadays, with ambas- 
sadors a commonplace, ministers 
and third secretaries are becom- 
ing as scarce as whooping cranes.

The film entitled ‘Operation Abolition”’ 


is an official production 


of the House Un-American Activities Committee dealing with the dem- 
onstrations against it during hearings in San Francisco last May. 
It gives a misleading impression that the demonstrators were organ- 
ized and directed by Communists as part of a campaign to abolish 
the committee—with the implication that all who oppose the com- 


mitee are Communist-inspired. 

Defense department purchases 
of prints for ifS libraries, and a 
great increase of its sales and 
public showings, make essential a 
full understanding of the film's ac- 
curacy and origin. 

The pictures in the film feature 
almost exclusively the disorders 
that occurred. They give special 
prominence to the inexcusable dis- 
ruptions at the hearing by a few 
Communists and others charged 
by the committee with being such. 
The fact’ is, however, that the 
demonstrators were almost en- 
tirely students who were peace- 
fully, though noisily, protesting 
what they ‘believed to have been 
the committee’s unfair and un- 


cusel to gia ee to the heer.

Neither the picture nor the com- 
mentary gives any firm evidence 
of Communist direction or control 
of the bulk of demonstrators, as 
is charged by members of the 
committee who appear on the 
film.

It is composed of cuttings— 
chosen without regard to sequence

American foreign policy have suggested that, ‘‘the 
only thing that can save the United States is a 


non-fatal defeat.’’ No one can argue that the United States suffered a 
tremendous defeat as a result of the poorly planned, poorly imple- 
mented attempt to overthrow Castro in Cuba. It remains to be seen 
whether or not we will profit from this experience. 


For some months now I have 
been suggesting that we must 
abandon our present strategy of 
merely trying not to lose the Cold 
War and resolutely determine to 
achieve total victory.

As early as 1956 National Research and 
Corporation has been getting down to earth about men up in the air. Research scientists 


found it evident that no food products were perfect for pad-to-pickup production. The Atlanta de- 
velopment corporation decided that it would come up with a space food.

Dunean said the Kennedy ad- 
ministration has taken steps to

ing production.

Duncan said, is equality of 
economic opportunity. 
“With the cooperation of 
American farmers, we can 
achieve an effective adjustment 
of our agricultural abundance, 
and close the gap between our 
tremendous productive poten- 
tial and our ability to manage 
and utilize it in the best in- 
terest of all,” he concluded.

Dear Dr. Molner: Once they 
get used to the sunshine I let 
my children run around in just 
shorts. My husband says an 
hour a day is enough for the 
sun to shine on their bare skin, 
and that too much sunshine is 
harmful. I grant that, but we 
have only about three months 
in which they can run around 
so scantily clad.—H. B. 


Gradual exposure and tanning 
prevent the harm that comes 
with excessive exposure and burn- 
ing of the skin. See that your 
youngsters don't get a bad sun- 
burn in the beginning. This is us- 
ually easy enough to guard 
against.

Ellis Ruled With Rare Tact 


By MARJORY RUTHERFORD. 


Mad dogs and Englishmen, ac-} 
wah ge ont lene yh “go out in 
the noonday sun.” 


One Britisher who did just that 
in Savannah frequently between 
1757 and 1760 attracted glances 
for more than one reason. 


Henry Ellis, scientific-minded 
royal governor of the Province of 
Georgia, who frequently com- 
plained that “Savannah was the 
hottest place on earth,” walked 
the sandy streets of the colony 
capital at midday with a _ ther- 
mometer dangling by a thread 
from his raised umbrella. 


Eccentric? 


Perhaps just a little—but the | 
stroller one historian termed an | 
“odd and rather wonderful Eng- 
lishman” was simply indulging 
his curiosity in natural phenomena 
and his desire for exact data. 


And there was nothing eccentric | 


about the way Henry Ellis gov- | 
erned the tiny, remote outpost of | 
the British Empire, surrounded | 


by Indians and threatened by pre- | 


mature decay. 
A POLITICIAN 


The wealthy bachelor, explorer, | 
and Fellow of the Royal Society | 
who took over the post from John | 
Reynolds was “a better politician 
than scientist,”"” Dr. W. W. Abbott 
comments, “although to both pur- 
suits he brought pace and style.” 


Henry Ellis needed the rare tact 


he exhibited from the day he ar- | 


rived in Savannah to rousing 


cheers and a schoolboy parade | 


Feb. 12, 1757. 


Reynolds, a British Navy cap- 
tain, had “steered a _ crooked 
course between stupidity and cor- 
ruption’ during his unpopular re- 
gime. The captain succeeded in 
offending neighboring Indian 
chiefs, alienating most of the lead- 
ing men of the Georgia colony, 


and feuding with the governor of | 


South Carolina. 

Recalled to London, Reynolds 
left a political henchman, Speaker 
of the House William Little, deter- 
mined to destroy the new gover- 
nor through a hostile Assembly. 

But wily Gov. Ellis played a 
shrewd waiting game. And he 
began mending political fences 
even before he sailed past the 
crude lighthouse on Tybee Island 
into the river approaching the 
desolate little town of Savannah, 
perched on its sandy bluff. 

BIG YEAR 

The three years that followed 
were momentous ones for Geor- 
gia. 

Ellis always insisted these 
years—and the stifling heat of 
Savannah which he kept mea- 
suring with his umbrella ther- 
mometer — ruined his health 
permanently. But they helped re- 
store a bloom to the struggling 
colony. 


And Gov. Ellis had some cur- 
ious new adventures to add to a 
singularly peripatetic career. 


Before he was 35, Henry Ellis 
had seen much of the world. His 
complaints about Savannah's hu- 
midity seem strange because his | 
years there followed three voy- 
ages to equatorial Africa and 
three to the West Indies. 


The son of Francis Ellis of | 
County Monaghan and Joan Max- 
well, born in 1721, Ellis report- 
edly ran away to sea as a young 
man.

House Ap proves 


Dooley Medal 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The 
House Monday approved a meas- 
ure to authorize a special gold 
medal honoring the late Dr. 
Thomas Dooley, the young Ameri- 


can doctor who worked for seven | 


years to provide medical care in 
Laos and other Southeast Asian 
nations. 


Dooley, a native of St. Louis, 
died of cancer in January. A 
former Navy doctor, the 3+year- 
old physician founded MEDICO, 
an organization which supplied 
hospital facilities to underprivi- 
leged natives in Laos, Viet Nam, 
Malaya, Cambodia and elsewhere. 


The resolution, which goes to 
the Senate, would authorize the 
Treasury to spend up to $2,500/a 
for the design of a special medal.

The book he wrote about that 
trip, “Voyage to Hudson's Bay 
for Discovering a Northwest 
Passage,”” was published in four 
languages and resulted in his 
Royal Society fellowship. 


“Ellis takes note of every- 
thing,” Dr. Abbott comments on 
the book, “wind, waves, current, 
ice, stars and planets, tempera- 
ture—always the teniperature— 
and of the birds and beasts as 
well as of fish. And he speculates 
about everything he sees. His 
deductions and conclusions are al- 
ways logical, plausible, stimulat- 
ing, and delivered with clarity 
‘and pungency. Unfortunately they 
are nearly always mistaken .. .’ 


But there were few mistakes in 
Georgia.

correspondence with the Spanish 
governor of Florida—but assidi- 
ously encouraged the Creeks’ 
aversion to the Spaniards. He 
maintained sach a fine balance 
between the quarreling Creeks 
and Cherokees that Georgia was 
never attacked while he was in 
office, even when the neighboring 
South Carolina frontier was laid 
waste by the Cherokees. 


Soon the Georgia governor had 
all parts of the colony govern- 
ment working together in unpre- 
cedented harmony. Production and 
trade doubled during his regime, 
and population increased steadily 
for the first time. 


But by the fall of 1759 Ellis was 
discouraged — perhaps a little 
bored. He mourned that Savan- 
nah’s climate left him “very little 
enjoyment of life.”’ 

SETS SAIL 


At his own request the ailing 
governor set sail from Georgia in 
early November, 1760, leaving be- 
hind James Wright in his post. 


Thereafter Henry Ellis lived 
the life of a rather pampered and 
still journeying invalid. Appointed 
governor of Novia Scotia, he sent 
a deputy to do all the work. Ellis 
himself spent summer months in 
London and wintered in Italy or 
the south of France for his 
health. 


A famous host, he was known 
for his elegance, his delightful 
conversatign, and the “variety of 
delicacies” his table afforded.

The Signs of Mental Illness 
May Escape Victim’s Spouse 


CHICAGO (WNS)—Husbands 
and wives seldom recognize the 
onslaught of mental illness in 
their spouses. Their first reac- 
tion is almost always one of 
anger and outrage, which may 
have speeded the development 
of the split-personality type of 
mental breakdown. 


These are conclusions from 
the first detailed study of hus- 
bands and wives of mental pa- 
tients, made under the direc- 
tion of Dr. John A. Clausen of 
the National Institute of Men- 
tal Health. The study was of 
14 husbands and 10 wives of 
schizophrenic patients. Their 
marriages had averaged nine 
years, and in more than half 
the cases, the marriages were 
happy until schizophrenia be- 
came apparent. 


In two-thirds of the cases, 
the sane spouse never has been 
able to pinpoint beginnings of 
insanity in the other, mainly 
because it was so gradual. 
Usually some particularly dra- 
matic incident finally hig h- 
lighted the deteriorating men- 
tal condition. 


SELF ALARM 


One such instance was when 
a wife began insisting that the 
alarm clock changed itself so 


such as the loss of a job. 


However, a pattern of men- 
tal deterioration, spread over 
an average period of a year, 
emerged from the interviews in 
depth made by the psychiatrists 
to find out the danger sig- 
nals which might alert other 
couples to what is happening 
to their marriage. 


The most common start was 
a series of complaints. of 
physical disorders which turned 
out to be more imaginary than 
real. This was followed by in- 
creased irritability.

Dr. Clausen and his asso 
ciates have been surprised to 
find that although ‘extreme 
conflict may have been the 
pattern of marital interaction 
for months, as long as the dis- 
turbed wife looked after her 
children or the disturbed hus- 
band managed to hold his job, 
some personal and family in- 
tegration was maintained.” 


In most cases, wives main- 
tained care of their children un- 
til complete mental collapse, 
and most men held on to their 
jobs. All but two of the male 


FAMILY STRAINS 


The strains of family and mar- 
ried life apparently are much 
more likely to trigger mental 
breakdown than the job. Only 
one of the disturbed men sur- 
prised his associates at work by 
suddenly resigning his position. 
Later he returned and worked 
fairly effectively until almost 
the day he entered the hospital. 


Unable to sort out the ration- 
al from the irrational behavior 
on the part of the spouse, the 
sane members of each pair usu- 
ally took at face value what

TREATMENT DELAYED 


Psychiatric treatment and 
hospitalization usually was de- 
layed by the incident patient's 
protests that any move along 
that line merely was ‘‘further 
indication” of the other spouse’s 
hostility, or by shame and mor- 
tification on the part of the 
sane wife or husband that such 
a step should be necessary in 
the family. 


In several instances where 
conflict had been rife, husbands 
maintained an almost incredible 
tolerance of deviance for many 
months without communicating 


mental health, it appears from 
this study that it is almost as 
urgent to do more research into 
what the sane partner should 
do when insanity strikes he 
opposite member of the team. 


With mental illness now af- 
flicting at least one in every 10 
persons, and one third of those 
who succumb to the very seri- 
ous schizophrenia being mar- 
ried, this new and almost un- 
explored aspect of the problem 
is being highlighted. 


What was the reaction of the 
sane wives and husbands after 
the hospitalization, or at least 
after active treatment began? 
“Immense relief,” is the de 
scription given by Dr. Clausen 
and his associates. By that 
time they were virtually ex- 
hausted.

I’m sure that the theory behind the laws, rules 
and regulations which pertain to the taking of 
game birds, animals and fish, is to provide the 
maximum pleasure for the 
greatest number of people. 


To accomplish this, the regu- 
lations must be of such a nature 
‘that our game wealth will be 
equitably distributed and at the 
same time perpetuated. This is 
the reason for such things as 
seasons, bag limits and restric- 
tions on the type of equipment 
we May use. 


Unfortunately, the rules must 
sometimes be so broad in scope 
that in certain instances they 
tend to work a hardship on individuals or eves 
groups of sportsmen, without in any way affect- 
ing the abundance of the game supply. 


A few days ago, my old outdoor partner, 
Walter Shaffer, called my attention to such a 
rule which applied to one of his favorite trout 
streams. Walt was quite stirred up about it. I 
wish it were legal to use his choice of words, 
which colorfully got across the point that at least 
some of the restrictions are made for the con- 
venience of the bureaucrats. 


According to Walt, the regulations on man- 
agement area trout streams, as set up by the 
Game and Fish Commission, call for getting a 
permit at a specified station in the morning, 
then checking the limit of fish at the same sta- 
tion before they may be cooked, or even eaten 
raw. 


The veteran trouter finds as much pleasure in 
camping as he does in the actual fishing. But on 
this particular expedition, he claims that he had 
to choose between camping and fishing, because 
the rule simply would not allow him to do both. 


“T was on Boggs Creek,” he said, “that flows

into the Chestatee. One of the finest sections of 
the stream is at least a couple of miles from 
where the rangers have set up their checking 
station. They said it was all right to drive in there 
and camp, but then they wouldn’t sell me a next 
day’s permit. 


“The jeep trail along the creek is so rough 
that it would take at least an hour or more to 
drive down to the checking station for my permit. 
By the time I got back to the stream, the early 
morning fishing would be over. 


“And then they said I couldn't even eat the 
fish I had caught legally, until I brought them 
back to the station and showed them to the 
rangers. With everybody coming and going to buy 
permits and have their fished checked, it creates 
a heck of a traffic hazard on almost any road 
along a north Georgia trout stream.” 


My old angling partner thought we .should 
have Congress look into the matter, or at least 
call it to the attention of one of the Kennedys, 
since it violates his rights as an honest and legal 
fisherman. 


Well, a rule is a rule, I suppose. The rangers 
must enforce what they are told to do. And I’m 
sure the Game and Fish Department want to 
know what percentage of their planted trout are 
harvested, and what the growth rate is, in order 
to set up a sound stocking program. 


But on the other hand, there are guys like 
Walt Shaffer and Roscoe Carhart, who would 
never knowingly violate any rule or regulation. 
Those fellows believe that the best fishing is 
around daylight, when they’re having to ride or 
stand in line for permits. And they’ve always 
cooked the few trout they kept, while they were 
still streamside in the deep woods. Hauling them 
miles out to a checking station and then back 
again to the camp frying pan, makes those trout 
lose a lot of their flavor. 


Maybe the rule is necessary, but then again, 
maybe there should at least be some sort of com- 
promise.

A new picture of Georgia’s economy is emerging 
in the throes of the 1960-61 recession. 


But there is an element of 
irony in its appearance. 


For as a result of an unde- 
sirable econom- ax: _—

“All of these trends 
counter to past experience. 


“The (three) previous post- 
war downturns all affected 
Georgia to a much smaller ex- 
tent than they did the nation.” 


RESEARCHER EXPLAINS 
Young then asks, ‘““Why did 
Georgia’s economy dip further 
than the nation’s during the 
current’ recession?” His an- 
ewer indicates how far Georgia 
has now advanced along the 
road to economic maturity: 


“The state is more dependent 
upon economic activities that 
held high incomes but at the 
same time are subject to wide 
cyclical changes.

NON-FARM CHANGES 


“There have also been im- 
portant changes within the non- 
farm sector. In 1948, fewer 
than one out of 10 manufactur- 
ing jobs were in transportation 
equipmem, machinery, metals 
and other durable goods indus- 
tries subject to large fluctua- 
tions in production. By 1960, 
one-fifth of factory jobs were in 
this category. 

“Thus, Georgia has a larger 
proportion of its labor force in 
jobs that are sensitive to na- 
tional business conditions. 


“Furthermore, a higher per- 
centage of people in Georgia 
than in the United States work 
in industries that felt greater- 
than-average cutbacks in the 
recent recession.”

GROWTH FALLS SHORT 


As recently emphasized by | 
figures showing Georgia’s con- 
tinued large deficits in per 
capita income and employment 
opportunities, even the past 
decade’s growth was too little. 


And still state officials re- 
fuse to heed mounting pleas for 
adequate support of effective 
industrial development and re- 
search programs designed to 
accelerate the state’s economic 
growth by providing more and 
better and higher-paying jobs. 


Instead, they perpetrate an 
endless succession of fruitless 
conferences and vacuous pep 
talks. 


Getting back to Georgia’s in- 
volvement in the recession, Fed- 
eral Reserve researcher Young 
advises that “a real upturn in 
Georgia business activity may 
well depend upon a rise 
manufacturing employment.”
